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Berlin Refutes Claims of Important Gains 
by Kitchener's Men Given

Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


The British army has begun an- 
other drive at the important section 
of the German line which holds con- 
quered Belgium. 
Sharp 
fighting 
oc- 
curred yesterday in Belgium and the 
official French report of today states 
that the British captured 200 yards 
of German trenches, retaining their 
position 
in 
the 
face 
of 
several 
counter attacks. 


The statement from Berlin, how- 
ever, says the British were ejected 
from minor positions they had taken 
from the Germans and that British 
attacks 
near 
Ypres 
broke down, 
with heavy losses. 


The French are again on the of- 
fensive on the eastern end of the 
line 
and 
substantial 
progress 
in 
Alsace is announced at Paris. 
The 
Berlin report 
asserts 
that 
French 
onslaughts near Combres and in the 
Vosges failed. 


Lieut. Roland Garros, one of the 
best known French aviators, 
whose 
exploits 
during the 
war 
won 
him 
fame, has feeen captured by the Ger- 
mans. 


The authenticity 
of 
the 
official 
Frencb 
and British war reports is 
challenged by the German war office, 
which characterizes 
as 
inventions 
their 
claims 
to 
victories. 
These 
claims, it is said, are disproved by 
the official German 
statements. 


Information has

grad that the Austrian attempts to

Lieut. Garros, Knowii in U.

Berlin. April 1».—By Wireless to Say- 
ville.—The 
report on the 
progress 
of 
hostilities given out today by German 
headquarters that Lieut. Roland G. Gar- 
ros, the famous Frenc haviator, has been 
made a prisoner by the Germiins. near 
InKlemunster, 
Belgium, 
thirty-seven 
miles north of Courtrai.

Paris, April 19.—The French war of- 
fice this afternoon gave otit a report on 
the progress of hostilities which read: 


"British troops yesterday captured in 
Belgium, near Zwartelen, 200 yards of 
German trenches. 
These they have re- 
tained in spite of several oounter 
at- 
tacks. 


"We have been 
successful 
on both 
banks of the river Fecht, in Alsace, :ind 
our advance is being pressed 
forward 
on the north bank. 
We have gained 
possession of the 
summit 
Burgkorp- 
feld, to the southwest 
of 
Sehilleeker- 
wassen, 
which 
directly 
commands 
the 
valley. 
On the south bank in the re- 
gion of Schnefanrieth, we have 
made 
notable progress, our troops 
marching 
from the south to the north in the di- 
rection of the 
Fecht 
and 
]\retzerol, 
which is south of Colmar. 
In this dis- 
trict we made an important gain with 
khe occupation of elections, the north- 
smmoat height of which commands the 
course of the Fecht in front of Burg- 
korpfeld. 


"In the course of this action we cap- 
lured a division of mountain 
artillery, 
fcwo cannon of 
74 
millimetres 
calibre 
and two machine g^ns. 


"The German aeroplanes which 
flew 
Dver 
Belfort 
recently, 
dropped 
four 
bombs. 
These did some damage to tAvo 
hangars and set fire to four chests of

Convicted Men Will Get 


Places as Clerks and 


Orderlies. 


Leavenworth, 
Kan., April 
19.—The 
special car 
carr3'ing Mayor 
Donn M. 
Roberts and fourteen otliers 
convicted 
in the Terre Haute election 
conspiracy 
case, arrived at the United States pen- 
itentiary at ]0:35 this morning. 
The 
trip to prison began at Indianapolis at 
1:50 o'clock yesterdaj' 
afternoon. 


When the Missouri Pacific "Colorado 
Flyer" approached the prison yard, tlie 
car containing the Terre Haute 
party 
was cut olF and a special eng-ine puslwd 
it through tile big iron gate into the 
track on the prison j)roperty. 
Another 
gate swung 
open 
and 
the 
car was 
brought within a few feet of tlie prison 
door. 
There was a momentary delay as 
Warden Thomas W. Morgan and other 
prison officials conferred with the gov- 
ernment oflicers on the train. 


File Down Car Steps. 


Then the little procession of convicted 
men 
began 
to 
descend 
from 
the 
car 
steps and they sliook hands with the 
guards 
who had 
made the trip 
with 
them. 
As they walked two by two to- 
ward the oiTìce of the captain of the 
day watch they 
talked 
among them- 
selves in subdued tones. 
They appeared 
cheerful. 
Captain J . M. Purcel, acting 
deputy warden, received the 
prisoners. 
After their names 
and addresses 
and 
other prison information had been given 
and their valuables had been placed in 
separate envelopes, the men went to the 
office of 
the 
prison 
physician, where 
e^ch submitted to a physical examina- 
tion. 
Then they 
were 
photographed 
and their Bertillon 
measurement.^ 
and 
finger prints were recorded. 
They were 
permitted t^ retain many 
small 
arti- 
cles such as brushes, handkerchiefs and 
personal keepsakes. 
After the "dressing 
in" process had been completed Mayor 
Roberts and his assistants entered the 
dining room, 
where 
they 
partook 
of 
their first meal in prison. 


Finding Tasks for Them. 


Warden Morgan said it had not been 
determined what tasks 
would bo as- 
signed the men. 
Places probably will 
be found for them as clerks and order- 
lies. 
They will begin tomorrow. 
The 
prison already is overcrowded and for 
months it has been necessary to care 
for new 
prisoners 
in 
barracks 
and 
dormitories. 
There are only'420 
cells 
and until tho completion of the 
cast 
main cell wing the Terre Hante men 
probably will 
bo 
housed 
at 
various 
places in the institution. 
At first they 
must go to regular cells to spend their 
first 
day. 


The new oharges will be assigned as 
"first 
grade" 
prisoners.

iiohnes and Hughes dissented the cyurt 
di>uussed Frank's appeal from the fed- 
eral court of Georgia, which refused to 
reUiiftu liim on a writ of habeas cui- 
pn.s. 


J rank 
contended 
that alleged 
"mob 
viuituce at his trial and the fact that 
he was absent from 
the 
court room 
Avhen the jury returned its verdict had 
removed it from the jurisjictiou uX the 
Georgia court. 


The court declared Frank had enjoviid 
all his legal rights in the Georgia courts. 
Seemingly no other avenue of 
escaue 
from 
the death 
penalty 
is open to 
Frank through the courts. 
The 
state 
pardon oliicials might relieve him. 


Justice 
Pitney's 
Decision. 


Justice Pitney, in the majority deci- 
sion, stated that the obligation 
rested 
upon the supreme court to look througli 
the form and into the very heart and 
substance of the matter, not only of the 
averment 
in Frank's 
petition, 
but 
in 
the trial proceedings in the state courts 
themselves. 


"The petition contains a narrative of 
disorder, 
hostile 
manifestations 
and 
uproad, said the justice, '^vhich, if it 
stood alone and were to be taken as 
true, may be conceded to have been in- 
consistent with a fair trial and impar- 
tial verdict. 
But to consider this as 
standing a^one is to take a wholly su- 
perficial view, 
for 
the 
narrative is 
coupled with 
other 
statements 
from 
which it clearly appears that the same 
allegations of disorder were submitted 
first to the trial court and afterwards 
to the supreme court of Georgia as a 
groiuid 
for averting the 
consequences 
of the trial, and these allegations were 
considered by those courts successively 
at times and places and under circum- 
stances wholly apart from the atmos- 
phere of tho trial and free from any 
suggestion of mob domination or 
the 
like. 


"Tho facts were examined by these 
courts upon evidence submitted on both 
sides and 
both courts 
found 
Frank's 
allegations 
to 
be 
groundleM 
except 
with respect to a few matters of irreg- 
ularity not harmful to the defendant. 
This court holds that such a determi- 
nation of the facts cannot, in this ool- 
latsra} inquiry be treated as annullty."

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What the Fire Marshal Has Done 


The first report to covcr a coniplcte twelve months of th^ oper- 
ation of the Indiana fire marshal's department since its organiza- 
jtion in.the spring of 1913, has just been issued by State Fire Mar- 
shal "W. E. Longley, and it contains much information that will be 
jof interest to Indiana citizens. The figures showing a total fire loss 
pi $7,926,936 in Indiana during the year 1914 are juat a bit astound- 
even to those who have long appreciated the tremendous ccoii> 


pmic waste by flames. 


Mr. Longley shows that the expense of his department to the 
in 1914 was $31,664,03. July was the month which led in both 
the number of fires, 977, and in the value of property destroyed— 
$1,172,545. 
Four-of-July celebrations are naturally credited with 
a goodly portion of the total for the month, and the figures furnish 
further argument for the "sane" celebrations of the Fourth. 


Dealing with causes, the report sets forth that fires of "un- 
known. origin were most numerous, Avith ''sparks from chimney" 
and "communicated loss" followinoj next in order. A total of 1,266 
fires are charged to defectire flues, with 1,762 fires of unknown ori- 
gin and 1,332 from chimney sparks. Thirty-eight causes in all are 
assigned for the fires of the year. Incendiaries are credited with 
having caused a total of 166 blazes during the twelve months. On 
charges of incendiarism, thirty-one arrests were made. 
Of these,, 
eleven were convicted, four acquitted, juries disagreed in three cases, 
and others have not yet reached final disposition. It is significant 
that the state fire marshal suggests i\s a remedy for what he terms 
the "fire bug germ" legislation toward the regulation of insurance; 
underwriting, and he makes the conteutiou that ninety per cent, of 
the "crooked" fires in Indiana are traceable to over-insurance and 
the temptation to burn to realize on the policies. 


In carrying on its preventive work the fire marshal's depart- 
Inent made a total of 17,906 inspections during the year, the most 
common violations of the fire code noted being the accumulation of 
.waste and debris calculatcd to produce fires by spontaneous combus- 
tion or to aid in the spread of flames started by other causes. Mr. 
Longley believes, also, that many now idle hours of the paid town 
and city fireman might be utilized as an inspector of fire risks, arid 
iadvises that he be so employed during a part of each day. 


ySection 10 of the new Indiana primary law promises to cause 
iis much worry to Indiana republican leaders as did the famous 
schedule K to the tariff-makers. On the face of the statute, which 
provides that in order to voate at the primary, in the event of chal- 
lenge, the voter must make affidavit that he is a qualified voter, that

Buch party at the coming'election. The hitch in the case, of course, is 
the progressive voter, whom the republicans fear will be thus debar- 
red from returning to the republican party fold, where the fatted calf 
awaits him. The situation is just now engaging the attention of a 
felpod many of the most eminent legal lights in the Indiana republi- 
jean organization.

The state penal farm in Putnam coun- 
ty, which has just been made ready for 
prisoners, is not an 
experiment, 
al- 
though the venture is the first in Indi- 
anas Other states have conducted penal 
farms, generaly with much success. It 
is planned to alleviate distressing condi- 
tions in the jails, to decrease the cost 
of punishment, but, more than all, to 
improve the moral and physical lives of 
the prisoners. 
Indiana has purchased 
a farm which, the investigators Believe, 
will admirably meet all demands made 
on it. I t includes various types of soil, 
«om& timber, a portion of gtone bearing 
land, and possibly some that may be 
developed for its chemical 
or mineral 
worth. A large part is devoted to ordi- 
nary farming and to the growing of 
fruit. 


In no other two ways has the prog- 
ress of humanity been more eflfective 
than in prison reform and the promo- 
tion of popular education. 
One pur- 
poses to salvage wrecks of 
manhood, 
and the other to build up true charac- 
ter. I t is not so many years—not fur- 
ther back than Dickens' day—since pris- 
one were squalid holes of inquiry. But 
maintain 
standards raised now is 
not enough. 
There must be constant 
effort to improve. 


Education may reasonably develop it 
self—good begetting good. 
A prison 
thig country has proved to its dismay, 
may sometimes be onlj' a burden, and in 
no sense a corrective institution. The 
state penal farm should be corrective. 
The men who are t o be sent to it are 
not of the most depraved stamp. I t may 
well be that many of the inmates, with 
consideration 
and 
opportunitj', 
will 
serve their terms and leave the place 
chastened and strengthened. 
For this 
reason, a serious responsibility rests on 
the management. 
Politics has no more 
right to influence the conduct of a pris- 
on than of a hospital. 
The chief aim 
of the penal farm is t o help the pris- 
oners to help themselves, thereby re- 
moving cares and burdens from society.

OSIRICU PLUMES CAN 
BE BOUGHl FOR S9 


European War Eliminates 
IMlarket and Costly Birds 
Are Sacrificed. 


Phoenix, Ariz., Mpril 19.—Want an 
ostrich, a full-grown ostrich, feathers 
and all, for $5? For the pricc of a pair 
of shoes 3'ou can become the owner of 
one in Arizona today. 


A bird that stands seven feet high, 
strong enough to carry a man on his 
back or pull a carriage with the fastest 
horse, and with plumage to 
decorate 
several hats. 
Pretty cheap, isn't it? 
But it is just another one of the freak 
conditions caused by the war in Europe. 


The l&rgest ostrich farm in the United 
States is in Arizona, fifteen miles west 
Phoenix, on the Yuma road. 


Before war was declared in Europe 
last August, a full-grown ostrich in 
America was valued as high as $160. 
Feathers from the birds were worth $76 
a pound, London being the great feather 
market of the world. There are many 
thousands of ostriches on the farms of 


California and Arizona, but the Ameri- 
can supply of ostrich feathers is so 
small that it has little or no effect on 
the world's niai-ket. 
South Africa, the 
home of the ostrich, furnished 95 per 
cent, of the plumes that find their way 
to. the millinery shops. 


War Hits Plume Market. 


With the beginning of the European 
war, the London market for ostrich 
feathers closed down. 
English women 
abandoned luxuries, field hospital funds 
claiming their money instead. 
Wiliat 
little demand for a time there was for 
the plumes was amply supplied from 
the stocks at the feather shops. 


The London 
market closed. 
South 
Africa ostrich men turned at once to 
New York, seeking an outlet for their 
plumes, and in a short time that mar- 
ket was glutted. 
Prices then took a 
tumble, such as they never before had 
kno\vn. Feathers that formerly sold at 
$75 a pound could be bought for $15, 
with little demand even at that un- 
heard-of price. 


"The slump in the plume market im- 
mediately after the beginning 
of the 
war was immediately felt in South Af- 
rica." 
explained 
a 
Phoenix 
ostrich 
fancier. 
"Although there was no mar- 
ket for the feathers, the birds had to 
be fed, and they 
were eating 
their 
headii off. They weren't worth their 
keep, and the owners began to look 
around for a way out from under this 
big expense which they had no idea, how 
long would last. So they began to turn 


the ostriches loose on tho plains and 
desert, thousands and thousands of 
them. If the war lasts 
a year there 
will be very few ostriches in captivity 
in South Africa."

NEAR THE BREAKING POINT. 


Negotiations Between Rome and Tienna 
at High Tension. 


London, April 19.—^Wliether the nego- 
tiations between Rome and Vienna con- 
cerning Italy's demands for 
territorial 
concessions have been broken off remains 
for the moment an official secret, but it 
appears to be universally agreed 
that 
the tension is approaching the breaking 
point. 


Although there has been much 
fighting 
in both the eastern 
and the

fields, operations on a big scale are still 
awaiting improvement in the weather on 
one side and adequate supplies on the 
other.

and the Pennsylvania wreck train

Adams, five miles east of the city, ai 
1:20 Sunday morning, five people were 
slightly injured and an engine and a 
passenger car were damaged, the latter 
only slightly. 
The injured were: 


C. E. Fortney, of Grand Rapids, mail 
clerk, elbow bruised; William Iveipholz, 
of Grand Rapids, mail clerk, right fore- 
arm bruised; Hal Elzea, of Columbus 
Ind., a passenger, gash in forehead, not 
serious; ]\Irs. H. B. McXeil, of Petoskey 
]\iich.. a passenger, neck sprained, and 
:Mrs. A. G. Hofstater, of 520 Madison 
street, nose bruised and lip cut, not seri- 
ous. 
All of the wounded were attend- 
ed by Dr. E. J. McOscar, the company's 
surgeon, and sent 
to their 
respective 
homes. 


The accident was probably due to a 
confusion of signals. 
The wreck train 
had been a mile east of Adams, where 
Pennsylvania engine Xo. 7513, pulling 
westbound train Xo. 11, had cast a tire 
and was returning to the city with the 
disabled engine. 
At Adams, where the 
G. B. & I. strikes the Pennsylvania, the 
wreck crew crossed over from the west- 
bound to the east bound tracks, to give 
tlie right of way to the G. R. Sc T. pas- 
senger train. 
The tower man failed to 
closp the switcli leading to the eastbound 
track and the passenger train ran into 
tliat track and crashed info the rear of 
the wreck train.

Xo. 12, Avere knocked off, a drawbar on 
one of the coaches was driven in and a 
coupling on a car of the Avreck train 
was the only damage to equipment. The 
passenger train Avas in charge of Con- 
ductor P. Pembroke and Engineer J. R. 
Anderson and Fireman M. A. Coleman 
Avere in the cab. 
The train was run- 
ning at the Tate of twehe miles an hour 
Avhen the collision occurred.

Not So Well Off as a Few 
Years Ago, Says Fed- 
eral BureaiL

Washington, April 17.—Workingmen 
In the United States are considerably 
worse off now than they were a few 
years am. The "real wage»" of 1,600,- 
000 worters declined steadily from 1907 
to 1913, according to the bureau of la- 
bor statistics. 
According to the first 
tabulation of "real wages" ever made 
by this bureau, and now being ahown by 
means of a graphic electric chart at the 
Panama-Pacific exposition, the bureau 
concludes that where a dollar in 1907 
would buy 121 food units, in 191Q it 
would buy only 107, and in 1913 only 
100. 


This startling decrease in the pur- 
chasing power of the dollar waa accom- 
plished by a slight decrease in hours 
of labor, and a somewhat more marked 
increase in rate of 'w«ge«. 
But the 
rise in food prioea wiped out these ad- 
vantages, and left tiie laborer consid- 
erably worse off in 1913 than he waa 
in 1907. 
With the same tendencies at 
work, it is evident that he is still worse 
off now than he was in 1913. 


These eonelusiona are based on all 
the wage reports Issued by the bureau 
of labor statisttca, and eover both the 
general wage and the 
union 
wage 
scales.

Anti-militarism does not mean 
to give up the rfjght of national de- 
fense."

Frank, the Brooklyn man under death 
sentence for the murder of llary Pha- 
gan, an Atlanta factory girl, lost an- 
other step in his fight for life in the 
supreme court of the United States to- 
u-iy. In a decision to which Justices 
Holmes and-Hughes dissented the court 
dismissed Frank's appeal from the fed- 
ora! court of Georgia, which refused to 
rrUttsu him on a writ of habeas eoi- 
pus. 


l-'ranK contended that alleged "mob 


violence nt his trial and the fact that 
he was absent from 
the 
court .room 


when the jury returned its verdict had 
removed it from the jurisdiction ol the 
Georgia court. 


The court declared Frank had enjoyed 


all his legal rights in the Georgia courts. 
Seerninglv no other avenue of escape 
from the death 
penalty 
is open to 


Frank through the courts. 
The state 


pardon officials might relieve him. 


Justice Pitney's Decision. 


Justice Pitney, in the majority deci- 


sion, stated that tho obligation "rested 
upon the supremo court to look through 
the form and into the very heart and 
substance of the matter, not only of the 
averment in Frank's petition, but in 
the trial proceedings in the state courts 
themselves. 


"The petition contains a narrative of 


disorder, 
hostile 
manifestations and 


uproad, said the justice, "'which, if it 
stood alone and were to be taken as 
true, may be conceded to have been in- 
consistent with a fair trial and impar- 
tial verdict. 
But to consider this as 


standing alone is to take a wholly su- 
perficial view, 
for

narrative is 


coupled with 
other 
statements from 


which it clearly appears that the same 
allegations of disorder were submitted 
first to the trial court and afterwards 
to the supremo court of Georgia as .i. 
ground for averting the consequences 
of the trial, and these allegations were 
considered by those courts successively 
at times and places and under circum- 
stances wholly apart from the atmos- 
phere of the. trial and free from any 
suggestion of mob domination or the 
like.

The first report to cover a complete twelve months of the oper- 


'Jition. of the Indiana fire marshal's department since its organiza- 


Ition in the spring of 1913, has just been issued by State Fire Mar- 
jihal W. E. Longlcy, and it contains much information that will be 


p£ interest to Indiana citizens. The figures showing a total fire loss 


pf $7,926,936 in Indiana during the year 1914 are just a bit astound- 
Jng, even to those who have long appreciated the tremendous ccon- 


waste by flames. 
Mr. Longley shows that the expense of his department to.the 


>tate in 1914 was $31;664,03. July was the month which led in both 
the number of fires, 977, and in the value of property destroyed— 
$1,172,545. Four-of-July celebration are naturally credited with 
a goodly portion of the total for the month, and the figures furnish

In carrying on its preventive work the fire marshal's depart- 


nient'made a total of 17,906 inspections during the year, the most 
common violations of the fire code noted being the accumulation of 
waste and debris calculated to produce fires by spontaneous combus- 
tion or to aid in the spread of flames started by other causes.; Mr. 
Longlcy believes, also, that many now idle hours of the paid town 
and city fireman might be utilized as an inspector of fire risks,, and 
advises that he "be so employed during a part of each day. 


INDIANA'S PENAL FARM. 


(Indianapolis News.) 


The state penal farm in Putnam coun- 


ty, which has just been made ready for 
prisoners, is not an 
experiment,

thoii"h the venture is the first in fudi- 
ana. Other states have conducted penal 
farms, general}- with much success. It 
is planned to a'llcviatc distressing condi- 
tions in this jails, to decrease the cost 
of punishment, but, more than all, to 
improve the moral and physical lives of 
the prisoners. Indiana has purchased 
a farm which, the investigators believe, 
will admirably meet all demands made 
on it. It includes various types of soil 
some timber, a portion of stone bearing 
land, and possibly some that may be 
developed for its chemical 
or minera1

nary farming and to the growing ol 
fruit.

!f Report on Canal is Re- 


jected Promoters Can 


Take an Appeal. 


Members of the army board who were 


,o have been here Monday to pass on 
;he report of Captain Lewie H, Watkins 
on the survey'for the proposed Toledo 
?ort Wayne and Chicago barge canal are 
not coming until Monday, April 26, ac 
cording to word received Sunday by Cap 
tain AVatkins. 


Much interest is being taken in the 


coming of the army board by promoter 
of the proposed waterway. 
Before the; 


leave it will be announced to a cer 
tainty whether Captain AVatkins' repor 
is to be accepted or rejected. If un 
favorable action is taken then those in 
terested in the project will be given a 
opportunity to appear before the rive 
and harbor board at Washington, D. C 
and present reasons why in their opinio 
the canal should be constructed. 


Although no information has bee 


given out by members of the government 
forces working on the survey, it is bc- 
"ieved that the southern or Taylor route 
tvill be the one that will be selected by 
;he army board. It is contended that 
ihe southern route is the most feasible. 
Members of the Chicago Association of 
bommeree are anxious that the southern 
route be selected. It makes no differ- 
ence to local enthusiasts, however, for 
the reason that Fort Wayne is on both 
the proposed routes.

ON TRIAL 


Sebastian Calls Charges by 


Girls Plot to Ruin May- 


oralty Chances. 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 19.—Charles 


Sebastian, candidate for 
mayor and 


chief of police until he was suspended 
at his own request ten days ago, was to 
be placed on trial today in the superior 
court on a charge of contributing to the 
delinquency of Edith Zerkin, a minor 
He is a joint defendant with Mrs. Lillie 
Pratt, the half-sister and guardian o! 
the Zerkin girl. The grand jury indict 
meat accuses them of subjecting Miss 
Zerkin to indignities and to secies tend 
ing to subvert her morals. 


Sebastian also is under indictment 


charged with contributing to tho delin- 
quency of Victoria Desparte and Cecile 
Livingston, wards of the juvenile court. 
Sebastian and his counsel, Earl Rogers, 
jointly were indicted on a charge of 
attempting corruptly to influence the 
jrand jury in its investigation of the 
stories told by these girls. 


Sebastian asserts the accusations of 


the Desparte and Livingston girls were 
the outcome of a plot to ruin his chances 
for mayor at the primary election May 
4. 


New York, April 19.—Prank Abarno 


and Carmine Carbone, anarchists, who 
made and set a bomb in St. Patrick's 
cathedral March 2, when hundreds were 
worshipping within the edifice, were sen- 
tenced today to serve not less than six 
years nor more than 12 in Sing Sing 
prison. Abarno and Carbone were found 
guilty by a jury last week. The detec- 
tion and conviction was due to the de- 
tective work of a young Italian police- 
man, 
Amedio Polignani, who left the 


police school for recruits, posed as an 


anarchist, won the prisoners' confidence 
and as a supposed fellow-anarchist, fol- 
lowed every move in 
the 
conspiracy, 


keeping police headquarters advised al- 
most daily during the months of hia 
investigation.
